Morse his complete 
freedom, 
but 


which, unlike a pardon, does not re­ 
store his civil rights, was granted up­ 
on recommendation of Attorned Gen­ 
eral Torney, United States Army. 
According to the surgeon general’s 
report to the president, Morse could 
not live one month longer in confine­ 
ment, and even at libery would not 
live six months.

statem ent granting freedom to Morse 
follows: 
A careful review’ of these re­ 
ports m akes it clear to my mind 
that he is suffering from a com­ 
bination of diseases due to de­ 
generative changes which are in­ 
curable and progressive.

A D’Artagnan Statue. 
All readers of the 
“Three 
Muske­ 
teers” and 
admirers of D’Artagnan 
(and who does not admire him?) will 
be glad to hear that a statue is to be 
raised to their hero. It is to be placed 
at Gers in Gascony, which is perhaps 
rather far afield, but then D’Artagnan 
was, of course, a Gascon. 
We agree 
with M. Paul Ginisty in the Debats 
that the pedestal of 
the statue, 
at 
least, should have a medallion of the 
charming M. Bonacicux. 
M. Ginisty 
tells us that D’Artagnan was 
drawn 
from life. There was a certain Charles 
de 
Batz-Castelmore, 
Seigneur 
d’Ar* 
tagnan, who played a heroic part In 
the wars of Louis XIV.. and Dumas 
took his hero from this character. The 
real D’Artagnan fought in a prodigious 
number of campaigns and 
was 
em­ 
ployed on secret missions by Richelieu 
and Louis XIV. Finally he was killed 
at the siege of Maestricht, just when 
his fortune was at its height. 
There 
is not, we think, any evidence in Du­ 
mas’ book that our hero ever married. 
But the real D’Artagnan married and 
made a sad mess of it, for he had a 
very jealous wife. 
It is possible that 
posterity would never have heard of 
this charming adventurer if it had not 
been for Dumas. 


“ Papa” Came From France. 
The use of “papa” in this country 
illustrates the flow and ebb of fashion 
in words, as in costume, pretty clear 
ly. 
ATI authorities agree that “papa’ 
and 
“mamma” 
arrived 
here 
from 
France in the seventeenth century. 
At first they were courtly expressions, 
and were used by “persons of fashion,” 
adults as well 
as 
children, in the 
eighteenth century.

took them up, 
originally 
regarding 
them as genteel; in our owrn time one 
of the faults of the hero of “ ’E dunno 
w’ere *e are,” after coming into “a 
little bit o’ splosh,” was that he “ 'ad 
the cheek and impudence to call ’is 
mother 'ma.* ” 
The usual result fol­ 
lowed. 
Everybody's words, adopted 
as genteel, became vulgar; and now 
“papa” and “mamma” are dying out 
even among children.—Loudon Chron­ 
icle.

the arguments in the case Of the state 
against John L. .Iones, charged with i 
the murder of Akins M. Mac key, and j 
addressed the jury 011 behalf of the] 
prosecution, beginning shortly ;fte r J 
o’clock and speaking nearly an hour 
late yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. McGruder in his introductory 
rem arks stated that he'and his asso­ 
ciate attorneys were not prosecuting 
Jones from personal motives, nor wms 
it because he was a union man; th ati 
it was no more pleasant for them to 
ask for the defendant’s life t^at it 
was for them to take ii if they found 
it devolved upon them to do so by the 
law and the evidence in the case. 
He laid the foundation upon which 
the state will endeavor to get the 
jury under fbe evidence introduced 
and the laws governing such crimes, 
to bring hack no less a verdb * than 
murder in th<* first 
degree, 
which 
would mean imprisonment for life, or 
death for the defendant. 
Mr. McGruder dwelt mostly on the 
testimony of the witnesses for the 
defense, arguing 
that 
they 
either 
testified to exactly what the state was 
trying to. prove or perjured 
»hein- 
selves in trying to justify the defend­ 
ant in his act. 
During this speech 
he 
quoted 
a 
pcem, the sentiment 
in which was 
very touching to both jury and audi­ 
ence 
Mr. McGruder put forth some able 
arguments and held the close atten­ 
tion of all who were present, and re 
ceived 
many 
congratulatory wordr 
afterwards. 
Attorney 
Claude 
Wilkerson, 
the 
y o u n g e st member of the Pettis coun­ 
ty bar. he being not quite 22 years 
of age, then arose to address the 
jury on behalf of the defendant.

p art o f 1894, *hree years after he took 
the horse, as tr* his w hereabouts, and 
was brought back by the authorities 
and pleaded guilty to the charge of 


s te a lin g the horse and was sentenced 
to th e Missouri state penitent’ary for 
th r e e years. 
He wfas released after 


B ervin g twenty-seven months of his 
time. 
After leaving the penitentiary he 
went back to the neighborhood where 
h e was raised, where he remained 
from the middle of May until Septem­ 
ber. 
He was married September 5, 
1897, and went to Yukon, Ok., where

The arrests are said by the 
police to clear up the brutal slaying 
of Miss Fannie Hagengans, a wealthy 
spinster, Feornary 14, 1909.

The confession also declares that 
Jeorge Kohler, by whom the murder 
if the woman w'as supposed to have 
aeen committed, w'as instead cne of 
ho victims. 
“Soft spots’' and the buildings of 
he farm are now’ being searched for 
Kohler’s body and also for those of 
any other victims. 
Henry Hagengans, a brother of the 
slain woman, and one of the trio un­ 
der arrest, made a complete confes- 
Mon of the double crime to Sheriff 
Thomas B. Williams, 
of 
Pickaway 
flin ty , shortly after his capture on 
his farm, n§ar Westerville. 
He said in >he presence of Sheriff 
Williams and Chief of Police Sheets, 
nf Circleville, that he hired Edw'ard 
md Davis McKinley, the former of 
°leasant View, and the latter of Har­ 
risburg, to murder Lis 
sister 
and 
Kohler, paying them $1,000, so that 
he could get his sister’s estate, valued 
it between $75,000 and $100,000. 
It was Edward 
McKinley’s

laughter, now Mrs. Luella Roebuck, 
who furnished the information that 
’ed to the arrest of her father and 
inele and their alleged employer. 
Mrs. Roebuck left home shortly aft- 
r the murder of Miss Hagengans, 
going to McCross, Ind. 
She told the

woman came to her at night so that 
he could not sleep, and that she pre­ 
erred seeing her father in jail to 
uffering long such mental anguish. 
With her information to w’ork upon

hat he has suffered tortures for three 
vears and that he intended to clear 
his mind even if it cost him his life. 
Hagengan’s story of how he plot^

A lso Raised More W heat Than Iowa 
and Tw ice as M uch as Kentucky 
— Cotton, Too, M ounts Up to 
Quite a Big Figure. 


Special to the Democrat. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 13.—That 
Missouri has maintained her record j 
as one of the prolific states of the 
Union is clearly proven by an advance 
Inilletin which was made public today 
by Austin W.* Higgs, commissioner of 
the bureau of labor ttaatistics. 
The 
bulletin reads as follow's: 


The states which border on the At­ 
lantic ocean are Maine, New' Hamp­ 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maiyland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida, and a reference to the fed­ 
eral figures on corn production will 
show that Missouri produced more 
corn in 1910 than all the states named 
by about 30,000,000 bushels. 
The to­ 
tal product of Missouri for 1910 was 
273,900,000 
bushels. 
Missouri 
pro­ 
duced 149 times as much c o n as is 
produced in ail the states bordering 
upon the Pacific ocean. 
Missouri produced 75,563,000 bush­ 
els more corn than Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, being all the 
Gulf states except Texas. 
Missouri produced 
more corn in 
1910 than all the states which touch 
the Canadian lino from Maine to 
Washington, with Ohio deducted. That 
is to sav, moie than 
Maine,

This is more than 
Iowa produced, and more than twice 
as much as Kentucky produced. 
But 
a# Missouri produced such a variety 
of farm crons it could hardly be ex­ 
pected that she would exceed her sis­ 
ters all along the line. 
For instance, 
Missouri produced 75,497 bales of cot­ 
ton in 1910, being 7,060 bales more 
than w'as produced in Florida. 
In 1910 Missouri produced 261,306 
tons of zinc, 254,613 tons of lead, 2,- 
$09,215 tons of coal and 17,000 tons of 
Iron ore, as well as a variety of other 
minerals, the total value of the min­ 
eral products for the year being $27,- 
424,592. 
This vast sum exceeds the 
total output of gold and silver values 
of Colorado more than $2,000,000; and 
that of California more than $5,000,- 
000. 
And it is worth mentioning that 
Missouri produced in 1910 32,200 fine 
ounces of silver of the commercial 
value of $17,400, which is not included 
In the mineral products above men­ 
tioned.

The news of the untimely death of 
Mr. Moore will be received in Sedalia 
.frith great regret by all who knew 
him here, all of whom have l>een anx- 
ous that lie should recover from the 
illness with which he had been afflict­ 
ed. 
Mr. Moore up to a year ago was 
{n the best of health, but about that 
ime ne suffered a nervous breakdow n 
from which he. was forced to give up 
his active work in the newspaper 
! eld. 
In quest of health he trav­ 
eled extensively, first going to the 
south and then to the w est 
Hi? west 
ern trip seemed to do him a great 


1 mount, of good and reports from him 
vere very encouraging until aliout two 
veeks ago, when messages from Ash­ 
land. Ore., were received stating that 
’ie had been taken to a hospital at 
hat place, and that his condition was 
very precarious. 
In response to these messages E. B. 
Burrowes, associate editor 
of 
the 
lemoerat, tfnd brother-in-law’ of Mr. 
loore, left last Tuesday for his bed­ 
side, and had not yet reached there 
it the time jf Mr. Moore’s death. 
Frank B. Moore was born in Pen die 


011 county, Kv., in 1856, and came to 
Sedalia in his early boyhood. 
He at­ 
ended the public schools of this city 
and after graduation 
learned 
the 
moulders trade. 
However, coxistant 
reading and self culture directed his 
energies tow'ard the newspaper field, 
and about fifteen years ago he began 
work in that Une as a reporter cn the 
>ld Sedalia Gazette. 
He showed so 
nuch ability in his work here that it 
vas not long until larger fields calle< 
him. and he Accepted a position on 
the local staff of a St. Joseph daily 
aper. 
Success came 4° bim in that 
place also, and he w’as soon filling a 
responsible editorial position in He­ 
lena. Mont., where he duplicated his 
previous good work. 
His reputation having grown, the 
New’ York Commercial sent for him 
and made him its 
managing editor, 
and this position he filled 
very ac­ 
ceptably up to the 
time 
he 
was 
stricken with his fatal illness. 
No man stood higher in newspa- 
ptr circles in New York city than 
did Mr. Moore, his w’ork there be­ 
ing such as to build up 
a reputa 
tion second 
to 
none 
among 
the 
newspaper men of 
that 
great city. 
Mr. Moore was 
a 
deeply religious 
man, possessing implicit faith in hi** 
cnurch, and lived day by 
day 
ac­ 
cording to the precepts set by it. He 
was faithfui in 
his 
observance of 
the regulations of the church ,and he 
acted in his life 
as 
demanded by 
the strictest religious code. 
Mr. Moore was never married and 
leaves no intermediate family but is 
survived by one brother and two sis 
ters. as follows: 
John Moorq, living 
in Texas, and Mesdames Rose Turner 
of San Jose, Cal., and Mrs. 
E* 
B. 
Burrowes of Sedalia.

With that, according to her narra­ 
tive of the incident, q|ie of the men, 
known as “Bill” Campbell, covered 
Mr. Mackey with a revolver, and the 
vther pointed his weapon toward her. 
She says the man known as Campbell 
who had the reputation of being a 
dangerous person, said: 
‘‘If she at 
tempts to move I’ll blow her brains 
out. 
I know her: she’s a bad woman.’ 
Continuing, she said that her hus­ 
band then attempted to knock the 
weapon from the hand of the man 
who had her covered, and that as he 
made the effort Campbell sho* him 
twice, one wound being in the back 
and the othe.* through the arm. 
She 
^ays he lay in a precarious condition 
for a period of two weeks, and as a 
result of the wounds he died. 
She stated that the purpose of the 
visit of the men was robbery, as they 
afterw’ard went through the dwelling 
and took exactly $682.72 
of 
about 
$2,000 which they had hid in various 
places about the home. A larger por­ 
tion of their savings was stored in the 
bottom of a meal barrel, while some 
money left in a desk inside a purse 
was overlooked. 
Akins M. Mackey. who was stabbed 
to death by Jones, now on trial, was 
bom that same year, April 12. 1866, 
i bout one month after 
the 
tragic 
death of his father. 
The two men w*ho killed Mr. Mack­ 
ey, after committing other rooberies 
in the vicinity, made their escape 
and were never apprehended, although 
one of them was afterward seen and 
recognized in a little Texas town.
